JEFFERSON CITY, March 24. 

OV. FREDERICK D. GARDNER, in an in- 

G terview today, told how he succeeded in 

getting the Legislature to pass revenue- 

raising, good-roads and prison-reform legisla- 

tion, which, he confidently expects, will produce 

enough money for every State activity, lift Mis- 

souri out of muddy roads and entirely change the 

attitude of the State government toward the un- 
fortunates of society. 

Gov. Gardner was elated over the success of 
his legislative program. He feels that a great 
work has been done for Missouri—that bourbon- 
ism is dead, and that progressiveism is in the 
saddle. He believes great industrial and social 
benefits are bound to accrue to the people from 
a system of 3500 miles of hard-surfaced roads, 
which he expects to be completed before the ex- 
piration of his term; that an era of interurban 
railroad building will result from the repeal of 


a law which closed the doors to foreign corpora-. 


tions; that the abolition of the convict labor sys- 
tem, together with the purchase of a State farm 
for prisoners, and that the operation of the chil- 
dren’s code and mothers’ pension act will min- 
imize crime and poverty, go far toward reform- 
ing and redeeming the criminal element, and 
create such a spirit of uplift in the State that 
everybody will be interested in extending a help- 
ing hand to his unfortunate brother. 

“Team work did it!“ exclaimed the Governor 
when I asked him how he succeeded in getting 
the Legislature to pass laws which have failed 
in many other Legislatures. 

„J want to give credit where credit is due. I 
had the hearty co-operation of many public spir- 
ited members of the House and Senate. Without 
this co-operation, this team work, it would have 
deen impossible to pass these laws. 

J feel that the State is deeply indebted to men 
like Lieutenant-Governor Crossley, Representa- 
tive Frank Farris of Phelps County, Speaker 
Drake Watson of the House of Representatives, 
Senator John Morton, President pro tem of the 
Senate; Representative Harry B. Hawes of St. 
Louis, who put through the good roads bill; At- 
torney-General McAllister, who rendered inval- 
uable aid in drafting and helping to pass many 
of the bills, and to those members of the House 
and Senate who loyally supported these measures 
so essential to the welfare of the State.“ 


Had to Enlarge His Backbone ‘| 


It is well known in Jefferson City that the 
Senate was organized to defeat practically all of 
the Governor’s revenue-raising bills, and that 
there was strong opposition to many of them in 
the House. I learned here that Gov. Gardner ex- 
ercised such a great influence over leaders of the 
Legislature that he persuaded them to champion 
measures to which they were personally opposed, 
and that he had several exceedingly bitter and 
dramatic contests over some of his bills. 

With these facts fh mind, I asked the Governor 
how he was able to produce the team work to 
put his program over. 

“Well,” he laughed, “I had to enlarge my back- 
bone until it was us big as my leg; I had to 
change the chemical composition of my nerves to 
iron; I had to rely upon my good physical con- 
stitution; I had to emphasize the fact that I 
should not be a candidate for any other office; 
I had to feel that I had a thorough understanding 
of the job I had undertaken; I had to make 
friends and hold them; I had to use all the 
diplomacy at my command, and never lose sight 
of the purpose or end I had in view.” 

Instances in which the Governor had to em- 
ploy all of these qualities will be referred to 
later. The Governor shows no physical ill-effects 
from the grueling work of the past three months. 
He appears to be in better health than when I 
interviewed him in the Madison Hotel here last 
August, when he first outlined much of the pro- 
gram which has been written into the law books 
of the State, and to have much greater confi- 
dence in his ability to do things which he be- 
lieves will benefit the entire State.

Most important Laws 


Enacted by Legislature

„It is a little too early after the adjournment 
of the Legislature for the people to realize the 
full meaning of the laws which have been passed,” 
the Governor said, taking up his legislative pro- 
gram for discussion. 

“We must first understand that the administra- 
tion had to provide for the complete refinancing 
of the State, as I had inherited an indebtedness 
of $2,300,000 from the preceding administration 
and that we have had to reconstruct the State’s at- 
titude toward the unfortunate members of so- 
ciety. 2 
„We had to provide means for paying off the 

indebtedness of the State, and additional reve- 
nues to meet necessarily increased expenses of 
the State government. It cannot be definitely 
known until the laws become operative how much 
revenue they will produce, but this we do know, 
that not much of the new revenue will be avafl- 
able until next year. We succeeded in passing 
these important laws, which, in my judgment, will 
yield large revenues: 
„Corporation tax, which, I estimate, will 
produce from $1,000,000 to $1,500,000 a year. 
Inheritance tax, $1,500,000 to $2,000,000. 
Income tax, $300,000 to $500,000. 
„Soft drink tax, $200,000 to 8400, 000. 
Increase in saloon licenses, $500,000.

“I think a wrong impression has gone out vs 
to the effect of the tax commission law. The 
tax commission will not, as some people think, 
greatly increase the taxes of farmers, but it wil 
adjust the inequalities of taxation so that every- 
body will pay his proper share of State taxes. 
It will first make these adjustments of ineqval'- 
ties of taxation in the counties, and then equalize 
taxes as between the counties. It will bring to 
light for taxation enormous quantities of hidden 
wealth.”’ 

“Do you think the farmers object to paying 
their just proportion of State taxes?” 

“TI certainly do not. I have letters from thou- 
sands of farmers saying that they are perfectly 
willing to pay more taxes provided others do. 
Under the new financial system which we have 
created, we shall be able to reach money in the 
turnover. The income tax, the inheritance tax, 
the corporation tax and the secured debt tax are 
intended to reach property that formerly escaped 
taxation, to a very large extent. 

“I anticipate important results from the tax 
commission. I have in mind two of the wealthi- 
est counties in the State. The assessed valuation 


+ of one county, for 1916, is $18,292,440, which is 


more than $500,000 less than the assessment of 
1915. This county, in 1916, paid $61,000 to the 
State, and drew $89,000 from the State Treasury. 

“By a system of undervaluation in this county, 
it was able to make the rest of the State con- 
tribute $28,000 to it for local requirements. The 
other county I have in mind is assessed at only 
$20,000,000, and it receives a much larger 
from the State than it pays in. This is true * 
many other counties.

“The tax commission will have two other im- 
portant duties to perform: It will be also a 
budget commission and an efficiency commission, 
It will prepare a budget for the guidance of the 
Legislature in making appropriations, and it will 
exercise supervision over every State department 
and cut off unnecessary employes. * 


“Need for Budget System Urgent” 


“The need for a budget system is urgent. The 
present Legislature has over-appropriated $3,500,- 
000. The Legislature cannot be criticised for 
over-appropriating. It had no reliable estimate 
of probable revenues and expenses. It had to do 
its work in a haphazard way. It had no means 
of knowing when a department head demanded a 
specific sum of money whether the demand was 
just. 

“T shall have to go over the appropriations bill 
and veto item after item. Under the Constitu- 
tion I cannot pare down items. I must either 
approve or reject the entire item. The last Legis- 
lature appropriated $13,000 for contingent ex- 
penses of one department. It may be that $5000 
is sufficient. But I cannot cut the item to $6000. 

“The tax commission will be able to give the 
Legislature expert advice on the financial re- 
quirements of all departments. 

“You Will see why I am enthusiastic over this 
law. It was not an easy thing to get it passed. 
There Was much objection from some people, who 
feared that it would raise taxes. The people of 
Missouri have been getting by with a per capita 
tax for State purposes of $1.70, while the average 
rate for all the other states is $6.03. It must be 
apparent to everybody that if we expect to keep 
abreast of the other states. we must at least 
double our per capita tax. 

“The good roads law is going to be a great 
boon to industry in this State. Dach year the 
State will contribute $1,500,000 toward building 
a system of State highways; the counties will 
contribute a like sum, and we will get $500,000 
from Uncle Sam. That will make $14,000,000

It is little easier 
to predict what will follow the opening of hostil- 
ities in 1917 than it was to foreknow the course 
of events in 1861.

ever comes. 
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WHY SUNDAY JUMPED ST. LOUIS. 

Members of the Ministerial Alliance, perturbed 
over the curt cancellation by Billy Sunday of his 
St. Louis engagement, are casting about for ex- 
planations. They might find one by turning their 
scrutiny inward upon their way of doing busi- 
ness, particularly in the matter of suppressing 
information. . 

Sunday, in his telegram of cancellation, did not 
specify what ailed the St. Louis situation. He 
merely said it was not “right.” It is a safe con- 
jecture that one thing wrong with the situation, 
as Sunday views it; is the pussyfooting of the 
preachers who have been managing things. 

If there is one thing that Sunday dislikes more 
than the many other things that he dislikes it is 
the soft pedal. There is nothing muffled about 
Billy. But the preachers who have been planning 
to bring him here have gone about in gum shoes, 
with information in their coat-tail pockets to 
which the public was entitled, and newspaper re- 
porters doing their best to neutralize the clerical 
bungling have been met with evasion. Sunday’s 
telegram canceling his St. Louis engagement was 
in a clerical coat-tail for several days before the 
public was informed. Then there were rumors 
and denials and a publication based on partial 
information and further denials. 

Then a letter came from George Sunday and it 
Was passed from coat-tail to coat-tail, as if it 
had been something incriminating. Every move 
has been marked by stealth. Chairman Mauze 
confesses in public addresses that he is “afraid 
of the newspapers.“ No wonder the response in 
public interest has been scant. And no wonder 
that Sunday decides the situation is not “right.” 
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JAPAN TO SEND US GOSPEL. 

Many years ago we sent our first missionaries 
to Japan. It is in the news of the day that Nip- 
pon is about to undertake a delicate service for 
our possible betterment. Miss Toshiko Sakamaki 
of Tokio is to bring us the gospel of Shintoism, 
involving among other things the cult of ancestor 
worship. Perhaps we may respond to the gentle 
lady’s teachings with something better than ac- 
knowledgment of the fair play in this turning 
about of missions.

It stands to them for what they should 
be and what their children may be. The prayer of 
every good disciple of Shintoism is that he may 
be himself a perfectly good ancestor. He owes it 
as a duty to those gone before that he shall be 
80;. owes it even as far back as to the great An. 
cestor of all Ancestors. His excellence is to be a 
link in that of an endless lineage. 

There is much in this simple belief to disturb 
the arrogance with which we hold to some of our 
cults ‘of family. Let us agree to listen to Miss 
Sakamaki in a spirit receptive and not lacking 
a certain meekness.

Passing to the second question, What 
will follow from a retreat to the fron- 
tier?” one may say this: First of all, 
such a retreat is unlikely because it 
would mean the abandonment of a great 
deal of territory which has a material 
value, large cities, the entire railroad 
system of Northern France, the coal re- 
gion of Lens, and it would deprive the 
Germans of the advantage they possess 
in holding against ultimate settlement 
a large and valuable section of Norther: 
France. : 

If such a retreat takes place we shall 
be bound to conclude that the Germans 
are very short of men and that they 
have made the retreat primarily to re- 
duce their line and thus to release men. 
Their front would be shortened by not 
less than 80 miles by such a retirement, 
and this would release perhaps 500,000 
men. 

If such a retreat is to take place we 
may expect the Germans sooner or later 
to make a stand on a line starting about 
Lille, going southeast through Valen- 
clennes, in front of Maubeuge, to Hir- 
son, and thence to Mezieres, on the 
Meuse, and along the Meuse to the pres- 
ent position before Verdun. Generally 
speaking, such a position would be based 
upon the old French covering forts at 
the Belgian frontier, the positions from 
which the French and British advanced 
to their defeats in August, 1914. 

Two Weeks to Decide. 

The test, of course, of all their pur- 
poses will be when we see whether they 
stand or retire along the Hindenburg 
line, 2 

Now, turning to the broader question, 
what does the German retreat mean in 
the larger possibilities of the war? If it 
is comprehended in a retirement to the 
Hindenburg line it may mean merely a 
local withdrawal to a new position 
stronger than the old, since the old has 
been battered and bent by the Battle of 
the Somme. It may mean that having 
achieved this strategic withdrawal, the 
Germans will stand on the defensive in 
the West from the North Sea to Swits- 
erland and strike against Russia, against 
Italy or in the Balkans. 

It may, on the other hand, mean that 
the will strike elther against 
the British in Flanders, or against the 
French in Champagne or in Lot- 
raine on the western front. It the Ger-

Personally, my judgment is that we 
chali see a Gorman attack directed either 
against the French or against the Brit- 
ish, an attack which will be comparable 
to that of Verdun and will have as its 
primary purpose an anticipation of an al- 
lied offensive in the West. 

There is the possibility of some sud- 
den German blow following immediately 
upon the present retreat, and such a 
blow will probably fall somewhere along 
the western front, The German military 
critics, quite justly, point to the retreat 
of Hindenburg from Warsaw in 1914, 
which was followed by the great advance 
upon Lodz in November. The greatest 
mistake that could possibly be made 
would be to believe that the Germans 
have not the man power to strike again. 
and that their withdrawal from their 
old lines is a confession of complete 
weakness and is a prelude to a general 
breakdown. 

A Recoil to Leap the Better. 

The present German retirement is, to 
use the French phrase, a recoil to leap 
forward the better. It is an incident tn 
a larger strategy which la not defensive 
but offensive. If she goes back to the 
French frontier, then we may conclude 
that the attack will come either in the 
shape of a drive for Calais or in another 
effort to regain the road to Nancy; or 
what is more likely, an attack upon Rus- 
sia. 
However, in view of what happened in 
Rumania last year, when all the openiny 
moves seemed to forecast a great re- 
verse for the Central Powers, we shall 
do well now to await the disclosure of 
the actual German purpose.

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Director Zach Is Retained and 
Personnel of Orchestra Will 
Not Be Cut. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES 
5 foe Symphony Orchestra concert at 


the Odeon last night closed the or- 

ganization’s current season, with 
the minor exceptions of today’s pop“ 
concert and another special program, 
to be given during April at the Vic- 
toria Theater. 

This afternoon's most heralded feature 
will pe a genuine Indian drum, brought 
here to give realism to “Two Indian 
Dances,“ by Charles Sanford Ski!ton, 
professor of the theory of music at the 
University of Kansas, which will be 
played for the first time in St. Louis. 
The two gambols represented are those 
of the Cheyenne and Rogue River In- 
Glans of Oregon. The soloist will be 
Mrs. Annabel Clark Ghiselin, St. Louis 
soprano. 

For next year it is announced tlat 
Max Zach, former viola soloist of the 
Boston S¥mphony Orchestra, will r 
main as director, and that the present 
personnel of the orchestra, 80 musicians, 
will not be cut down, nor probably in- 
creased. Some interesting figures con- 
cerning the attendanee are made pub- 
lic by Arthur J. Gaines, manager of thé 
Symphony Society. 

The total paid Saturday evening at- 
tendance this year, he says, amounted 
to 271,690, as against 20.285 for last year. 
Tie increase was 1406, or 7 per cent. 
The average attendance this year was 
1445, whi'e that of last year was 1352. 

The year’s greatest triumph was 
shown in the Friday afternoon audi- 
ences, which mustered 20,425 this season, 
against 14,674 last year, an increase of 
29 per cent. The average attendance last 
seuson at the Friday afternoon con- 
certs was 978; this year it was 1361. The 
total attendance for both the Friday 
afternoon and Saturday night entertain- 
ments this year was 42,113, while that of 
last season was 34,954—an increase of 2044 
per cent. The orchestra gave this sca- 
son 19 pop“ concerts up to today, with 
a paid admission of 30,08, Last year’s 
pop“ attendance numbered 29,737. 

Soloists for Next Year, 

Already a partial roster of next 
year’s soloists has been announced. 
The list includes the singers, Louise 
Homer, Helen Stanley, Emilio de 
Gogorza, Reinald Werrenrath and 
Julia Culp; the planists, Harold 
Bauer, Ossip Gabrilowitach and Miss 
Guiomar Novaes, the latter being 
hailed as a new marvel from Brazil; 
Albert Spalding, considered one of 
the best American violinists, and WII- 
liam Willeke, for years violoncellist 
of the Kneisel Quartet, the disband- 
ment of which was recently an- 
nounced. 

The orchestra will begin a four 
weeks’ tour of St. ulis, trade terri- 
tory in the Southwest on April 21, 
for the expenses of which the Cham- 
ber of Commerce has pledged $10,000. 
Four singers will be taken along, 
concerning whom comment has been 
made that none is a St. Louisan. 

In casting up the account of the 
season just ending, there are recalled 
Zach's promises of a “liberal policy.” 
He promised “guest” conductors, mod- 
ern music, music of American com- 
posers and an abatement of the “en- 
core evil.“ as he termed it. These en- 
gagements have been more or less 
kept, save that concerning encores, 

The guest conductors formally an- 
nounced were Edgar Stillman Kelley 
of Cincinnati, and Adolf Weidig of 
Chicago, both of whom directed their 
own works. It was noted that neither 
was a professional director, and that 
they were both surpassed by Eugene 
Ysaye’s impromptu seizure of the 
baton at the concerts of Feb. 9-10, 
when he conducted the “Fantasie on 
a Popular Walloon Theme,” by his 
brother, Theophile Ysaye. It was 
asserted at the time that under the 
Belgian violinist’s direction, the or- 
chestra displayed a fire and soul 
which nobody suspected it contained. 

Novelties in Learn Program. 

In the year’s programs many nov- 
elties were presented. One was by 
a St. Louisan, Samuel Bollinger, 
whose eccentric Fantasie-Suite, “The 
Sphinx,” was performed at the first 
concert. Other first-time pleces were: 
Mrs. H. H. A. Beach's Plano Con- 
certo in C-sharp minor, of which the 
composer herself played the piano 
part; Bossi’s Intermeszi Goldoniani’;’ 
Boyles “Symphonic Fantasie,” Con- 
verse’s “Ave at Vale,” styled a tone 
poem for orchestra; Cesar Franck's 
symphonic poem, “Les Bolides“; Per- 
ey Grainger's In a Nutshell” sufte— 
the composer again being the piano 
soloist; Kalinnokow’s “Second Sym- 
phony"; Richard Strauss“ “Serenade 
for Wind Instruments”; Vivaldi's 
two-century-old violin concerto in d- 
minor, resurrected by Yeaye; Wei- 
dig’s classic and brilliant “Symphon- 
ic Suite’; Bdgar Stillman Kelley's 
„Aladdin Suite“; and Berlioz’s tire- 
some symphony, Harold in Italy.” 

The American composers represent- 
ed were Mrs. Beach, Samuel Bollin- 
wer, George F. Boyle, Frederick 8. 
Converse, Kelley and Weidig. The 
leading positions among these com- 
positions were taken by Weidig‘'s 
suite and Mrs. Beach's concerto. 
Among all thé composers who con- 
tributed to the season's programs 
Wagner was far in the lead, with 15

PARIS, March %4-—The abdication of 
the German Emperor is predicted by 
the former German magistrate who 
wrote the celebrated book “J Accuse.“ 
in an interview published in Ceuvre. 
He says: 

“The Kaiser is obsessed by the 
thought that he is responsible, for the 
war, a thought which poisons his whole 
existence. He feels that he is menaced 
dy three enemies at home, without 

counting those abroad: First, it the 
Crown Prince, the real author of the 
war; second, is the Junker pan-German- 
“ist~you cannot imagine the smoulder- 
ing hatred of the Emperor for those 
‘whom he believes to be the maniacs 
ho are driving him into an abyss; 
1 are the people, not the Socialist 
: , but the people who are starving 
who he feels are growing in num- 
and rising little by ‘little against 
“these who organized the war. 

“The other day at the meeting of the 
parllamentary presidents and the min- 
isters of the Federal sovereigns, at 
which the submarine war was decided 
upon, the struggle between the Kaiser's 
party and that of Von Tirpitz was most 
bitter. The majority against the Em- 
peror was so great, however, that he 
was obliged to submit and pretend that 
he was convinced. In particular he 
was personally cpposed to a break with 
President Wilson, but he was forced to 
consent. 

“Documents will be published one 
day which will prove that secretly he 
did everything not to bring America 
down upon him and that he considers 
that the rupture was an irreparable 
mistake. The failure of the submarine 
war will soon show that he was be 
but it will be too late. 

Fears Anti-Militarists. 

“The people he fears most are the 
anti-militarists, anti-Prussian, Liberal 
Republicans, who want the Reichstag 
to be based on universal guffrage. That 
is why Wilhelm is so anxious to con- 
vince the nation that he did not want 
war. All his protestations are made 
to appease the Liberals, and his fam- 
ished and ruined subjects, whose mur- 
murings ere growing stronger. He 
wants to continue popular at any price 
and that is why he spoke the first word 
of peace. The people were grateful for

In the event of war it would become 
important to distinguish between those 
acts of disloyalty only morally con- 
demnable and those which would place 
the offender under the legal penaltics. 
‘The crime of treason is set out in the 
United States cmminal code in section 
10166, in the following language: 

“Whoever, owing allegiance to the 
United States, levies war against them, 
or adheres to their enemies, giving them 
aid and comfort, within the United 
States or elsewhere, is guilty of trea- 
son.“ And the next section prescribes 
the penalty of death, or, at the discre- 
tion of the Court, imprisonment not less 
than five years and a fine not less than

As to what is meant by “levying 
war“ the courts have held that there 
must be an actual assemblage of per- 
sons for the purpose of affecting a 
treasonable end, though all persons 
whe “aid, abet, counsel or countenance” 
assemblage are equally guilty, 
whether they are present or not. 

The phrase, “adheres to their ene- 
mies, giving them aid and comfort,” 
has been judicially construed to mean, 
“In general, any act committed after 
war actually exists, which indicates 


and sympathy with its enemies, and 
which, by fair construction, is direct- 
ly in furtherance of their hostile de- 
signs.” Such, for example, would be 
the hung to or providing for an 
enemy, arms or supplies of any kind; 
any lending of money or credit, or 
any communication of intelligence 
concerning the national army or 
navy. 

Expression of Opinion Not Treason. 
The mere expression. of opinion in- 
dicative of sympathy with a public 
enemy, is not treason, within the 
meaning of the act, though it is gross 
disloyalty. 

The United States criminal code 
further provides that whoever has 
Knowledge of the commission of any 
treason, who conceals and does not 
disclose, and make known the same 
to public officials, is guilty of mis- 
prision of treason, and may be pun- 
ished by imprisonment for seven 
years and a fine of not more than 
$1000. 

The states of the Union also have 
son. The Missouri statute uses 
practically the phraseology of the 
Federal act, with an alternative pen- 


ing with misprisiof of treason follows 
the Federal criminal code. 
It might be thought that the United 
State statute excludes aliens from its 
operation, since it refers to ‘‘whoever, 
owing allegiance to the United States,“ 
etc., but it does not. Resident aliens 
are held to owe a temporary allegiance, 
which is inferred from their obligation 
to obey the law of thelr domicile, in re- 
turn for protection. Such acts commit- 
ted by aliens are not only punishable 
under the criminal codes in the Federal | 
and state courts, but may likewise be 
punished in time of war before a court- 
martial, when they take on the charac- 
ter of espionage. They may then be 
dealt with as spies. 
Criminal Code Difficult. 

The citizen owes -unqualiffed antegi- 
ance, Where the allegiance of the- allen 
is qualified. The citizen, in return for 
protection by his state, may be called 
on for all sacrifices of personal com- 
fort, of property and even of life itself, 
if so much is necessary to the preserva- 
tion of the nation. The alien, on the 
other hand, cannot ordinarily. be com- 
pelled to render military service, though 
his property is subject.to all of the 
charges which may de placed upon any 
other property within the state.

character, with the result that many 
things may now be done, in the nature

SPRING TIRE SUGGESTIONS 


B. O. Leftwich, manager of the Bit- 
tel-Leftwich Tire Service Co., local 
distributers of Lee tires, has pre- 
pared a list of spring suggestions for 


tire users. Some of them follow: 

“Before you finish tuning up your 
ear for the coming season, take your 
casings off and examine the rims. If 
they are rusty, don’t fail to scrape 
and paint them. 

Don’t put the casings back until 
you have made sure that the rims are 
absolutely true and free from dents, 
Sprinkle soapstone into the casings 
before replacing the tubes. 

If the rear tires are worn, get a 
new pair for the rear and let the old 
casings spend their declining days 
on the front wheels, where the serv- 
ice is easier. You will be money in 
pocket by so doing. 

Test the alignment of your axles. 
The easiest way is to measure be- 
tween the felloes of the wheels or the 
edges of th rims at the point directly 
in front of the axle. If this meas- 


urement differs from the same meas- 
urement taken o nthe oposite side of 
the wheels, it shows the axles are 
out of alignment. Correct this defect 
immediately pF expect big tire bills.

American Minister Will Go to 
Havre, Present Seat of Bel- 
gian Government. 


RELIEF WORK HAMPERED 


Germany Arraigned by U. S. in 
Announcement of With- 
drawal of Envoy. - 


WASHINGTON, March 24.— Because 
of “the German Government's disregard 
for its written undertakings” for the 
protection of Americans and American 
relief work in Belgium, the State De- 


partment announced today that Ameri- 
can Minister Brand Whitlock had been 
withdrawn from Brussels and the staff 
of the American Commission for Relief 
in Belgium advised that they should 
not remain longer in German occupied 
territory. 

Minister Whitlock, who has been kept 
on Belgian territory chiefly to aid the 
relief work, will go to Havre, the tem- 
rorary capital of the Belgian Govern- 
ment. The places of the American re- 
net workers will be taken by Dutch cit- 
izens and the commission through that 
means will continue from outside bases 
as best it can the work of caring for 
10,000,000 dependent Belgians. 

The department’s announcement, one 
of the most severe indictments of Ger- 
many yet drawn by the United States, 
recites that restrictions have been im- 
posed on the Americans “which, under 
ordinary conditions, would never have 
been tolerated,” and that Minister Whit- 
lock, has been denied diplomatic privi- 
leges and courtesy. It says that the 
most serious development, however, has 
come within the last 10 days, when sev- 
eral of the commission’s relief ships 


have been attacked without warning by 


German submarines in flagrant viola- 
tion of the solemn engagements of the 
German Government. .

Why Commission Was Withdrawn. 
The following announcement was given 


; : | 
rout by the State Department: 


“By direction of the President, the 
Ministér At Brussels has been instruct- 
ed to withdraw from Belgium with for- 
eign diplomatic and consular officers 
and take up his official residence at 
Havre. 

“After consultation with the commis- 
sion for relief at Belgium, Mr. Whit- 
lock has also been instructed to ar- 
range for the departure of the Ameri- 
can members of the commission. This 
step, the seriousness of which is fully 
appreciated by the Government, was 
taken only after careful consideration 
and full consultation with all the in- 
terests involved. ‘ 

When diplomatic relations with Ger- 
many were broken off, the normal pro- 
cedure would have been to withdraw the 
Minister at Brussels and the American 
members of the relief commission. Both 
this Goverinment and the commission, 
however, felt a heavy moral responsi- 
bility for the millions of innocent civil- 
lans behind the German lines and it 
was decided that the work of the com- 
mission must be kept going, despite all 
difficulties, until continued American 
participation should become impossible. 

“For over two years it has been 
the single-minded purpose of this 
Government and the commission to 
sée that these ten millions of civil- 
lane were fed, and with this end in 
view the Americans concerned have 
submitted to restrictions forced on 
them by the German authorities, 
which under ordinary conditions 
would never have deen tolerated. 


* Whitlock’s Work Hampered. 

/“Immediately after the break in 
relations the German authorities in 
Brussels withdrew from Mr. Whitlock 
the diplomatic privileges and immun- 
ities which he had up to that time en- 
joyed. His courtier service to The 
Hague was stopped; he was denied 
the privilege of communicating with 
the Department of State in cipher and 
later even in plain language. The 
members of the relief commission 
were placed under great restrictions 
of movements and communications 
which hampered the efficient per- 
formance of their task. In spite of 
all these difficulties, the Government 
ahd commission were determined to 
keep the work going till the last pos- 
sible moment. 

“Now, however, @ more serious dif- 
ficulty has arisen. In the course of 
the past 10 days several of the com- 
mission’s ships havo been attacked 
without warning by German subma- 
rines in flagrant violation of the sol- 
emn agreements of the German Gov- 
ernment. Protests addressed by this 
Government to Berlin through the in- 
termediary of the Spanish Govern- 
ment have not been answered. 

“The German Government's disregard 
of ite written undertaking causes grave 
concern as to the future relief work, 
In any event, it is felt that the Xmer- 
ican staff of the commission can no 
longer serve with advantage in Bei- 
gium.

Hospital. 

It will not, however, interfere with 
the bequest of an ultimate sum of 
$20,000 to the Humane Society, or with 
the immediate bequests of $5000 to 
the Episcopal Church of the Re- 
deemer and $3000 to the Memortal 
Home. A bequest of $20,000 to Alma 
Cummings, 6-year-old daughter of 
Mrs. Minnie K. Cummings, a widow of 
4909 Parkview place, will also stand. 


Lived Apart Abeut 10 Years.

College Pregidents Report That 


They Heartily Favor Train- 
ing for Students. 


Maj. Paul B. Malone, U. 8. A., officer 
ir charge of military training camps, in 
a speech last night ‘at the Planters 
Hotel at a conference dinner of the Mil- 
tary Training Camps Association, pic- 
tured dramatically the quandary of an 
unprepared soldier in the event he had 
to go to war. “Yet in two weeks some 
of us may be called upon to do this!“ 
he exclaimed. 

He declared that , men who have 
attended the training camps in the last 


3% years have done more to awaken the: 


United States to its unpreparedness than 
all the army officers and civilian offi- 
cials had been able to do in 100 years. 
„And that is because they realized 
after five weeks hard training how un- 
prepared to take the field they wers, 
the Major continued, When a man 
goes into the training/camp he feels that 
within that. time he will be fully 
equipped to reecive a Major's commis- 
sion; after the third week he realizes 
that it takes a great deal longer to 
make a first-class private. But in five 
weeks we can teach him the difficulties 
of leading men into action.“ 
Says America Needs Training. . 
Maj. Malone said America needed. this 


training not only for today, but also be- 


cause of the centuries that are to come. 
He briefly traced the history of the 
world, and blamed all wars upon the 
commercial desires of some particular 
nation at some particular time.

Gazette Saya. 

AMSTERDAM. March 24.— The 
Cologne Gazette, commenting on the

GROCER AND WIFE. |' 
ARE ARRESTED IN 
VIVIANO KIDNAPING 


Man ‘Held for Capital Offense,’ 
It Is Said at Circuit At- 
torney’s Office. 


The grand jury investigation into the 
kidnaping of 8-year-old Frank Viviano 
of 685 Waterman avenue resulted yes- 
terday in the arrest of Mr. and Mrs. 
Michael Angelo Santino of 920 Wash 
street and the disclosure that Gaeteno 
Viviano, wealthy macaroni manufactur- 
er, paid $5000 for the safe return of his 
son. 

Santino is a grocer. He was taken 
into custody by order of Assistant Cir- 
cult Attorney McCullen and it was said 
at the Circuit Attorney's office that he 
was “held for a capital offense.“ Death 
is the extreme penalty for kidnaping 
in Missouri. 

Reporters couid not see Santino for 
a statement, but it was stated that he 
had denied to the police that he had 
any knowledge of the Viviano kid- 
naping. Mrs. Santino, in the evening, 
Was released on $2500 bond. 


Comparison of Handwriting. 

It is known that, in connection with 
the grand jury investigation, Santino’s 
handwriting has been compared with 
that in a letter received by Viviano after 
the kidnaping. This letter demanded 
$50,000 ransom. 

It is also known that, in December, 
Viviano had trouble with Santino be- 
cause of the refusal of Viviano’s maca- 
roni firm to extend Santino’s credit. 
Threats against Viviano are declared to 
have been made at that time. 

Details of the method through 
which Viviano brought about the re- 
storation of the boy became known 
yesterday. On the night of March 11, 
after the boy had been missing 11 
days, Viviano was called on the tele- 
phone at His home, 


‘Told Where to Place Money. 

A man at the other end of the 
wire gave him instructions as to how 
to pay the ransom. On the next 
night, March 12, Viviano was to go 
to the designated place on the Clay- 
ton road, two miles west of St. Louis, 
and there he would find a large stone 
under which he must place the money. 

Viviano followed these instructions. 
No one was in sight when he placed 
the money under the stone. On the 
evening of the next day, March 13, 
the boy was found wandering on the

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DEVASTATION BY THE GERMANS 


Government te Address Neutrals eon 
“Acts of Barbaren by Re. 
PARIS, March 4.—The French Govern- 
ment gave notice tonight of its inten- 
tion to address neutral countries in pro- 
test against “acts of barbarism and de- 
vastation on the part of the Germans 
in the French territory which they are 

evacuating.” 

The official note announcing this 
says: 

Entire villages have been pillaged, 
burned and destroyed. The acts of the 
Germans are not destined to check the 
operations of the French armies, but 
have as their object the ruining for 
many years of one of the most fertile 
regions of France.“ 

WITH THE FRENCH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, March 24.—The rapidity of the 
German retreat has somewhat dimin- 
ished. As the French progress con- 
tinues, the extent to which the country- 
side has been laid waste increases; not 
a dwelling remains intact. This is not 
the result of artillery fire, but specially 
prepared bombs, which were placed in 
the buildings as the Germans left. Cot- 
tages and farm houses, which once 
housed nearly 100,000 peasant farmers, 
have thus been rendered uhinhabitable. 
Every well has been rendered useless 
and the houseless peopl now must rely 


on water brought in barrels by the 
French soldiers.

CHINA ASKS AUSTRIA-HUNGARY ~

Under present arrangement, the city 
of St. Louls pays more than half the 
taxes of the State, while 96 of the 114 
counties draw more money out of the 
State Treasury every year than they 
pay into it. 

Gov. Gardner was elected on a plat- 
form promising to equalize taxation. 
Nearly all members of the new board 
agreed that the only way to make an 
equal distribution of the tax burden is 
to assess all property at full value. Tax 
returns for 1917 being received from 
counties show that assessments in many 
of them are reduced each year, and are 
lower this year than for a decade, in 
spite of prosperity.

Its terminus is 
a batl 4 carefully prepared weeks, 
even months, beforehand, upon which 
all that remains of Germany's real 
righting forces—as differentiated 
from the graybeards and boys with 
whom she lines her trenches in quiet 
sectors—-will turn against the entente 
armies in a last formidable attempt 
to efface the disastrous results of the 
Marne and Verdun. 


The Germans will fall back, not 
into concrete trenches, but upon fully 
organized strategic positions, from 
which they will seek to sweep for- 
ward across the open fields upon the 
French and British hosts cautiously 
feeling their way toward them. 
There will be no lingering for days 
in underground bombproofs while the 
artillery paves a road to the enemy's 
parapets. The action will be begun 
by airplanes reconnaisa.ces and en- 
counters of cavalry patrols as it was 
in Belgium and at the Marno, and 
infantry will clash in charges and 
counter charges much as they did at 
Gettysburg or Waterloo. 
Diversions Probably Planned. 

Simultaneously with the commence- 
ment of the grand battle there will 
be German diversions at Verdun and 
elsewhere, and possibly a strong of- 
fensive by the trench warfure method 
on the lines in the Ypres salient. The 
latter move would be underiaken only 
if the German intelligence depart- 
ment reported a scarcity of British 
troops in that region, owing to a 
demand for reinforcements in the 
eenter operations along the Somme 
and Oise valleys. It would, of course, 
take the form of another drive at 
Calals. 

Thus, the German aims may be said 
to be twofold. They hope to administer 
a defeat to the allies as crushing as 
that at the Marne was to them, and at 
the same time, or shortly afterward, 
win through to the coast of the English 
Channel, whence they can, of course, 
strike at Great Britain with renewed 
vigor. 

In the event of the collapse of their 
Plans for victory in open fighting, they 
would retire all along their front from 
Flanders to the Woevre plain, and 
establish themselves in prepared trench 
fortifications on the line of the Meuse 
in France, and on the line of Ostend, 
Bruges, Ghent, Brussels and Charleroi 
in Belgium. 

Should they be forced back to this 
line, their military pre-eminence would 
be endes, for they would have lost for- 
ever the power of initiative on the 
western front.

Foreed te Hurry Retreat. 

In the operations following upon the 
present retirement the French, despite 
Hindenburg’s comprehensive and minute 
preparations, and the ‘difficulty of ad- 
vancing over territory so thoroughly 
devastated, at several points plerced 
the German rear guards in such a man- 
ner that the Germans managed to ex- 
tricate large bodies of troops only by a 
sharp speeding up of their northward 
march. 

Even now they are, it is believed 
here, in imminent danger of losing both 
St. Quentin and La Fere, which was by 
no means part of their present pro- 
gram. It is also remarkable that the 
French have been able to move forward 
not only thelr light guns, but their 
ponderous long-range batteries as well, 
although the German pioneers believed 
they had utterly destroyed every rail- 
road, including the ties and even the 
roadbed, main highways and streets in 
their wake. 

In the few days since the with- 
drawal began, hundreds of miles of 
new railroad have been laid by tens 
of thousands of French Military en- 


gineers, many of them hastily drafted

AND Bt COUNTED, 
CONNETT DECLARES 


German Citizens Not Criticized; 
“Opponent Good American, 
So Am I,” Says Kiel. 


William C. Connett, Democratic nom- 
inee for Mayor, in a speech last night 
at 4404 Natural Bridge avenue, said: 

“I have said, and still say, that re- 
ligion, nationality and race have no 
part in a political contest. I did criticise 
the Republican party officials for omit- 
ting a declaration on the subject of 
Americanism.

Barly hatching not only insures more 
rapid gains in the growth of chicks, but 
has a favorable influence on the size 
ef the mdividuais of the flock. Late- 
hatched chicks rarely, if ever, attain 
the size of those hatched early. Early 
hatching likewise influences carly ma- 
turity and consequently early egg pro- 
Auction. 

Given the same food, care and atten- 
tion, chicks hatched early in March 
will weigh more when they are four 
months old than those hatched a month 
later, say the poultry specialists of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. This likewise holds true with 
chicks hatched early in April as com- 
pared with those hatched a month later. 
This is due to the fact that the rate 
ef growth of a chick is greater during 
the first four weeks of its life than at 
any other time; consequently, the early 

ed chick, having the advantage 
‘of a more favorable growing season, 
makes greater gains during the first 
four weeks cf its life than the late- 
hatched chick. During the early spring 
months when the temperature is not 
wo varied the growth of chicks is more 


“uniform and constant than it is during 
5 summer. 
Millions of chicks die every year 


as a result of being ‘fested with lice 
which, under average farm conditions, 
are oftimes difficult to control.

The period during 
which you have kept records is the sea- 
son in which the average flock lays the 
fewest eggs, and yet your birds would 
average more than 100 eggs a year if 
they should lay no more the rest of the 
year than they laid during these 14 
days of winter. The average hen is said 
to lay about § eggs a year. 
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Layers Falling Off. 

I have 34 hens of mixed breeds and 
have been getting plenty of eggs un- 
til about three weeks 1g0, when I 
put them into a pen 50 by 80 feet. 
Now I am getting less than half the 
eggs that I received when they ran 
out. I am feeding poultry feeds. 
They now stay all grouped up in one 
corner of the pen most of the time, 
What can I do to get them to laying 
again?—G. E. J., Poplar Bluff, Mo. 

It is quite evident that your taking 
this flock off free range ind putting 
them in a small pen ‘s responsible 
for their falling off in laying. They 
may not have picked up much feed 
on range in winter, but they got a 
little, and besides .they received 
plenty of exercise while roaming 
about, which kept them in a _ vigor- 
ous, healthy, laying condition. Lack 
of exercise and lack of variety in 
the ration are responsible for their 
not laying better. Green feed is 
probably their greatest need. This 
could de furnished by a bed of let- 
tuce, lawn clippings, sprouted oats, 
cabbages, etc. They also will need 
mineral and meat foods in some form. 
Oyster shell will do for the former 
and beef scrap, bone meal or milk in 
some ‘form, will do for the latter. 
After getting used to the smaller 


hatch, eggs turned twice 
daily, morning and evening, and the 
moisture pan filled on the seventeenth 
day. When hatching began, on the nine- 
teenth day, only 12 chicks got out. Some 
had pipped the shell, but never did get 
out. I broke open some of the eggs and 
each one had a well-developed chick in 
it. I am raising Blue Andalusians and 
have very healthy stock. I have only six 
hens with my male and he is a very vig- 
orous birds. I would thank you to tell me 
what the trouble was.—T. J. G., Waco, 
Tex. 

There are numerous causes for poor 
hatches and it would be difficult to 
tell you definitely which one is respon- 
sible in your case without knowing 
more about the circumstances. Our 
first guess would be that you had too 
much heat and not enough moisture. 
You do not say how high you kept 
the temperature, but the fact that the 
chicks appeared the nineteenth day in- 
dicates that the heat was too high, at 
least part of the time. If you had the 
machine in a room above ground and 
fire in the room, you should have sup- 
plied moisture long before the seven- 
teenth day. If set in a cellar, this lack 
of moisture would have been less like- 
ly to affect the hatch. Another cause 
may have been an over-supply of lime 
in the feed of the hens, causing the 
egg shells to be too tough.

This time it is not a holy war, led by plumed and armored knights, nor is_it 
an hysterical campaign of women and children driven onward by religious 
fervor and sustained by little else. The force now moving on Jerusalem is 
a well-organized, khaki-clad army of British “Anzacs,” Australian and New 
Zealand veterans of the brilliant Gallipoli debacle. 

How the world has changed since the last holy crusade, in 1219! At that 
time Australia and New Zealand were several hundred years from being 
discovered by Europe and Jerusalem was already several centuries old. Then 
the plumed knight and the Saracen fought hand to hand with mace and ax; 
today the youth of the New World is advancing on the octogenarian of cities 
preceded by aeroplanes scattering death from on high and accompanied by 
guns that kill accurately much further than a man can see, and other weapons 
that spout death to hundreds at a time. 

It is generally assumed that the Moslems will not give up Jerusalem with- 


- out the greatest sacrifices. The loss of this place would be almost as disastrous

The great importance attached to the 
_development of this extensive plan can- 
not be exaggerated. Its successful con- 
summation might be the cause of winning 
the war for the allies. A few months ago 
it appeared as if the Russian and British 
efforts in Turkish Asia would come to naught. The British had suffered a 
great setback near Bagdad and the Slavs had used up so much effort in clear- 
ing Armenia of the Moslems that Turkey was enabled to reoccupy 30,000 square 
miles of Persia, a Russian sphere of influence. At one time it appeared as if 
Teheran would be lost to the Turks, which would have been a fatal blow to all 
of the Czar’s aspirations in Persia. 

Then energetic measures were taken by the entente. The peril was muc“ 
greater than the world at large understood. Germany's dream of a middle 
Europe was about to be realized and Great Britain and Russia saw with dis- 
may a wedge being driven through their spheres of influence in Asia Minor. 
Even the Persian Gulf, the source of Britain’s oil supply, was threatened. 

A great British force was sent into Persia to restore confidence, another 
large army was sent to relieve the disaster at Bagdad and the Russians started 
toward Kermanshah. All three moves have been successful to date. Should 
that Syrian expedition meet with success the entente will have little to fear 
from the central Powers below the Bosphorus and the corridor through Bul- 
garia which Germany 
built with human bod- 
les will be in vain, for 
it will lead nowhere. 

This eighth crusade 
— the present British 
drive toward the hol- 
lest of all holy cities 
has come as a great 
surprise to Turkey as 
well as to the entente 
and neutral countries.

ONSPIRACIES and acts of treason 
against the United States, reports 
of which occupy the public mind 
fo M considerable ertent these 

days, liberally eprinkied through the 

pages of the history of this country. From 
the time of the Revolution up to the Ciwil 

War, hardiy a passed that was 

not marked by plots against the peace and 

security of America, many of them ac- 
com pa nied bloodshed, panic and the 
destruction property. 

The average reader is familiar enough 

with the conspiracy of Pontiac, the trea- 

son of Benedict Arnold, the dream of em- 
pire of Aaron Burr, and John Brown's 
insurrection, but these are only a few of 
the great number of conspiracies aimed at 
the dismemberment of the United States. 

The stories of these plots and their sup- 

pression form a most romantic part of 
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the kistory of this country. 


The Conspiracy of Pontiac. 

HILE the famous conspiracy of Pon- 
tac took place when the 13 colonies 
were still under the rule of England, 
it was so far reaching and compre- 
hensive and so threatened the ex- 
istence of the white race in America, 
that no accounts of plots against the 

United States would be complete without it. Pontiac 

was a chief of the Ottawa Indians, who lived in the 


Ohio River Valley. During the French and Indian War

Sandusky, St. Joseph, Miami, Mackinac and a score of 


other ferts were overwhelmed and massacred. During 
this time a reign of terror existed all along the Western 
frontier. Expedition after expedition was sent after the 
Indians in vain. 
Hundreds of pio- 
neer families were 
massacred, their 
property burned 
and devastated and 
for a time it ap- 
peared as if all the 
whites beyond the 
Alleghenies would 
be lost. 


In 1765 several of 


the tribes in the 
Pontiac coalition 
revolted from his 


domineering leader- 
ship. British and 
colonial punitive 
forces began mak- 
ing headway 
acainst him and on 
the advice of the 
French, who had 
secretly encouraged him, Pontiac agreed to a peace. In 
April, 1760, Pontiac was killed in a drunken fight at Ca- 
ho ia, III., and his body was buried in St. Louis. 


Benedict Arnold’s Treason. 


The story of Benedict Arnold's treason is well known. 
After serving with distinction and courage as a Gen- 
eral of colonial forces in the Revolution he became 
angered at a rebuke administered to him by George 
Washington. Filled with a sense of wrong and longing 
for revenge, Arnold, in 1780, entered into treasonable 
negotiations with the British. He obtained command 
from Washington of the important post at West Point 
and offered to betray it into the hands of Gen. Clintan, 
the British commander at New York. The plot was dis- 
covered Sept. 23, through the capture of Maj. Andre, 
who had been sent by Clinton to confer with Arnold. 
Arnold, informed of the capture of the messenger, 
hastened to New York, where he received as a reward 
for his perfidy about $30,000 and a commission as Briga- 
dier-General in the British army. He commanded the 
forces which burned New London, Conn., and led a pil- 
lazing expedition into Virginia. He went to Engiand in 
1781 and lived there the rest of his life, an object of 
contempt and the victim of extreme melancholia. 


The Revolt of the Pennsylvania Brigade. 


The winter of 1780-81 was one of great depression to 
the revolutionary forces. The soldiers had not been 
paid and there was distress on all sides. The Pennsyl- 
vania brigade of “Mad Anthony’ Wayne was in winter 
quarters n Morristown. N. J., without shelter, ragged 
and most of the time without food. A spirit of insub- 
ordination arose among the men and spread rapidly. 
On Jan. 1, 1781, the men rushed from their huts, seized 
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The revolt of Mad Anthony Wayne's brigade during the Rev olutionary War 


ammunition and arms and secured six pieces of artillery. 
They announced tnat they were going to the capital at 
Philadelphia to get redress by force. Wayne and his 
officers tried to stem the revolt, but failed, and 1390 men 
marched on Philadelphia via Princeton. Wayne accom- 
panied them, but not as a commander. Through his 
good offices the Continental Congress agreed to relieve 
conditions among the troops. Washington violently pro- 
tested against the step, declaring that a bad precedent 
was being established. Events proved that he was cor- 
rect. Another revolt broke out, this time in a New 
Jersey regiment. Washington himself took the situa- 
tion in hand. Two of the ringleaders were shot and that 
was the last of revolts among the continental troops. 


The “State of Franklin.” 


Lying on the western slope of the Alleghenies, in North 
Carolina, is a section of country, a world in itself, sur- 
rounded on three sides by the Appalachian range. Thus 
isolated, the settlers had, prior to the Revolution, estab- 
lished a Government of their own called the “Wautaga 
Government.” In 1777 the territory was made into 
three counties by North Carolina— Washington, Greene 
and Sullivan. It is now in Eastern Tennessee. North 
Carolina exercised merely nominal control, but in 1785 
ever this became irksome and the inhabitants revolted. 


Benedict Arnold. Aaron Burr. 


A Government with a Senate and House of Commons 


was organized, with John Sevier as Governor. A new 
commonwealth was christened the State of Frank- 
lin.“ North Carolina resorted to force Sevier tried 


to form an alliance with Georgia and other states, but 


failed. Sevier was finally arrested and arraigned for 
high treason. While on trial he was seized by partisans 
and taken back to ‘Franklin.’ Peaceful negotiations 


were entered into and the revolt came to an end. Sevier 
was elected to the Legislature and later to Congresg. All 


marriages and other acts performed by the State of 
Franklin were validated. 
* * 
Shays Rebellion. 
Shays’ Rebellion was an uprising in Western Massa- 


chusetts, caused by the economic distress that followed 
the Revolutionary War. 
26 Massachusetts towns met in Worcester and protested 
against the unjust and heavy taxation levied by the State. 
A little later the Court of Pleas at Northampton was in- 
timidated and prevented from issuing citations against 
debtors. Daniel Shays of Pelham was the leader of this 
agitation against law and order. in September the 
rioters prevented the sitting of the Supreme Court at 
Springfield, though a large ferce of militia had been 
called out. In January the next year Shays led a force 
of 1200 against the arsenal at Springfield and was badly 
defeated. Many of those who took part in the rebellion 
were excuted for treason. A little later the Legislature 
redressed most of the grievances that had been responsi- 
ble for Shays’ revolt. 
The Conspiracy of Wilkinson. 

James Wilkinsen was a General who had served with 
distinction in the Revolutionary War. In 178 de emi-

grated from Maryland to Lexington, Ky. On Aug. 22, 
1787, he went to New Orleans and presented to the 
Spanish Governor a plan for taking the Transallegheny 
country from the United States and placing it under the 
sovereignty of Spain. For himself he received valuable 
trading privileges in Spanish territory. Four years later 
he re-entered the American army as a Brigadier-Gen- 
eral. In 1805 he was made Governor of Upper Louisiana, 
with headquarters at St. Louis. He served in the War 
of 1812, but all this time he was plotting against the 
United States. He had entered into the schemes of 
Aaron Burr, whom he betrayed to Jefferson. In 1811 he 
had been tried for treason, but acquitted. He spent his 
declining years in Mexico. 

The Whisky Insurrection. 

In 1794 the inhabitants of Western Pennsylvania re- 
fused to pay an excise tax levied by the Government. 
Through lack of transportation their grain could be 
taken to market only in the form of whisky and the 
Government tax destroyed the profit. Excise officers 
were slain and other depredations were committed. 
Finally President Washington sent 15,000 militiamen into 
the district and the leaders of the insurrection filed. 
Several hundred were tried and two convicted of treason.

moved, but po 
further violence fol- 
lowed. 


The Conspiracy 
of Burr. 

Aaron Burr, army 
commander, states- 
man and Vice Pres- 
ident of the United 
States, is one of the 


most remarkable 
figures in Ameri- 
can history. In 1804 


Burr killed Alexan- 
der Hamilton in a 
duel. Sentiment 
against him was so 
greatly aroused 
that he went to the 
rapidly - growing 
West. There he fomented a conspiracy to unite 
the Mississippi Valley to the Spanish possessions in the 
Southwest and Mexico into one great empire, over which 
he was to rule. In the midst of his preparations he was 
arrested for treason, and, after a dramatic trial, ac- 
quitted. He then went to Europe and tried to interest 
England and then Napoleon in his dream of empire, but

failed. He returned to New York and lived there in 
seciusion until his death, in 1836. 
Slave Insurrections. 

Of the many insurrections planned by the slaves in 


the South, the two most important were those led by 
Denmark Vesey and Nat Turner. In 1822 Vesey worked 
out a detailed plan for the occupation of Charleston and 
eventually all of the South. On a Sunday night all the 
whites were to be massacred, men, women and chil- 
dren. On the Saturday before, the officials of Charles- 
ton got an inkling of the plot. Practically all the negroes 
in the city were arrested and a confession was obtained. 
Vesey and six others were hanged. 

Nat Turner’s plot, also known as the Southhampton 
insurrection, occurred in August, 1831. Turner, a Vir- 
ginia slave, believed that he had been divinely ordained 
to lead the slaves to freedom. The militia was called 
out, but before the insurrection had been suppressed 
more than 50 whites had been slain. Turner and sev- 
eral of the leaders of the revolt were excuted. 


The Patriot War. 


In 1837 French Canadians started a revolt against 
their British rulers. One Rensselaer, a New Yorker, or- 
ganized a troop of patriots and crossed the Niagara 
River into Canada.

First balloon ascension made by young 
German in St. Paul, Minn., gave him 
the idea for the modern air liner— 
Told in reminiscences printed three 
years ago of his meeting with Lincoln 
and other notable figures and his 
many daring adventures while in the 
United States 2. 


N interesting phase of the life of the late 
3 Count Zeppelin has to do with his 
American experiences. Three years ago 
the famous inventor of the rigid dirigi- 
ble published in Der 
Greif, a magazine in Ber 
lin, a series of the remi 
niscences of his youth, a large part of 
which was devoted te his connection with 
the Union army in the Civil War as Ger 
man military observer. 


But the war experiences of the Count 
in the United States are probably of no 
greater interest than his early attempts 
at flying, which he undertook in this 
country. The first flight ever made by 
him was undertaken in St. Paul, Minn. 
Writing of this experience, he said: 

“| made my first balloon ascension in 
St. Paul, and not on the Civil War firing 
line, as has been frequently stated. A 
‘Major of the Union army, whose name 1 
have forgotten, was there and had a captive balloon. 
i wanted a real sensation and arranged for the use of 
the bag. He was to cut the ropes and let me make a 
long flight after I had got to the limit. 


“IT bought all the spare gas the St. Paul gas works 
would let me have and was able to go up several bundred 
feet, but the gas was of so poor a quality that I was 
unable to make a long flight. TT WHILE I WAS 
ABOVE ST. PAULI HAD MY FIRST IDEA OF AERIAL 
NAVIGATION IMPRESSED UPON ME AND IT WAS 
THERE THAT THE FIRST IDEA OF MY ZEPPELINS 
CAME TO ME.” 

This was in 1865, when the Count* was onlv 29 vears 
old. In his reminiscences Zeppelin told in a graphic 
style, not untouched by humor, of his experiences with 
the army of the Potomac, his visit to President Lin- 
coln and his contact with other notable figures in that 
period of American history. Of his call on Abraham 
Lincoln he wrote: 

“Through the good offices of the Prussian Minister an 
audience with the President was arranged. I solemnly 
donned my frock coat and high hat, but found no spe- 
dial pomp attached to the ceremony. At the White House 
| was ta'en to the room where the President worked. 
From behind the writing table a tall, lean form rose, 
with a large head, long, unkempt hair and beard and 
strikingly projecting cheek bones, but shrewd, kindly 
During my short talk with the President, 
secretary, Reed, sat on the writing table, swinging his 
feet rhythmically to and fro—they stuck far out of his 
trouser legs and were incased in a pair of shoes resem- 
bling moccasins. 

“President Lincoln expressed himself as much pleased 
at my coming and in my plans and wished me success 
in the studies I wished to make. Before the audience 
had been granted the President had instituted inquiries 
concerning me. Through the kindness of the Prussian 
Minister I am in possession of a valuable autograph 
communication from Lincoln to the Secretary of State 
and Secretary of War Stanton, asking whether the in 
quiries set on foot concerning me justified the granting 
of a pass. Later I received this pass, which gave me 
the privilege of movement within all the lines of the 
Union army. During the course of the war a similar 
privilege was extended to only three other men—he 
Duke of Joinville, the Duke of Chatres and the Count of 
Paris. 

After the audience with the President, Zeppelin pro- 
ceeded to the headquarters of the Union army at Fal- 
mouth with a letter of introduction to Gen. Hooker. He 
found great difficulty in getting the Federal officers to 
understand his imperfect English, but finally he found a 
Swedish attache who acted as an interpreter. On the 
first day after his arrival there was heard the roar of 
cannon from the Rapahannock and ne rode in that di- 
rection. In a short time he was in the midst of shell 
fire—his first baptism of fire 

Count Zeppelin thus described his most exciting ex- 
periences while with the army of the Potomac: 

“After a stiff march we arrived next afternoon at 
Fairfax Courthouse, where we learned that the enemy 
was already at Manassas Gap, to the northwest, and that 
instructions were to be given to Gen. Pleasanton of the 
cavalry, whe was about 20 miles away, at Aldie, to un- 
dertake a reconnaissance in force in order to obtain more 
exact information concerning the Confederates. The of- 
leer to whom the transmission of this command to 
Pleasanton was intrusted received as escort a squad 
of cavalry under another officer, I asked permission te 
accompany them, and it was granted. 

e did not leave until todard evening. Darkness 
soon overtook us. As we threaded our way through the 
dense forest, along a scarcely perceptible trail, we could 
not even see our hands before our eyes. We were obliged 
to leave our horses to pick a way through the blackness, 
and it was not long before we realized that they were 
perfectly well able to do it. 

“After riding a short distance we came to a very diffi- 
cult place. Twigs slapped us in the face, we went stum- 
bling along over trunks torn up by the roots, and it 
was only with the greatest difficulty that our horsts 
could keep going. 

When we returned the same way two days later we 
found out what had been the matter. In the darkness we 
had come upon a barricade thrown squarely across the 
road by the enemy. So elaborate was it that had we 
run against it in the daytime we should never have 
deemed it possible to scramble through it on horseback. 
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tain, if possible, a glimpse into the Shenandoah Valley, 
which lay in Stuart’s rear, and in which, Pleasanton 
surmised, the Confederate troops were marching toward 
the North. ° ? 

“We came up with the enemy very soon, and the cav- 
alry of both opponents deployed under the protection of 
the fire from their batteries of artillery. 

“And now the fighting broke loose! Regiments from 
each side advancing at a trot, amid deafening yells, sud- 
denly broke into a gallop when within only a short dis- 
tance of each other by digging their horses with their 
spurs, which they wore on the left boot, and charged, 
literally, into each other’s midst. They laid about them 
with their sabers for a while, and then, falling back in 
squads and finding themselves not pursued, they re- 
formed and charged again. 
The many saber wounds re- 
ceived by the men, especial- 
ly across their heads, were 
proof of their bravery, with 
which they fought and the 
close quarters to which 
they came. 

J took part in the at- 
tacks on the extreme right. 
In one of them I rode too 
far into the enemy’s lines 
and was pursued by a whole 
squad of hostile horsemen, x 
before whom 1 naturally 
turned tail. Fortunately, 
my horse was quicker than ; 
any of theirs, so that not — 
even the revolver bullets, 4 
which they sent whizzing — 
after me, caught up with 
me.

“He informed me that he was in touch with the en-

Stuart, I learned, 
was occupyinug Ashby’s Gap, and Pleasanton added that 


he meant to attack the Southern leader in order to ob- 
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in the service of Austria, who had become fa-. 


“Gen. Pleasanton, with his staff, rode out to a depres 
sion parallel to the position in question in order to recon- 
noiter and pick out a good place for fording the river 
He had sent away some of his officers with various 
messages and now, when he wished to send another down 
the river in order to find a ford, those remaining by his 
side were keeping themselves somewhat in the back- 
ground. Noticing his predicament, I took it upon my- 
self to carry out his wish. This was another instance of 
my unfortunate lack of control over my lust for adven- 
ture and the military ardor which had been awakened 
in me by my experience while with the Federal army.” 


Zeppelin met many pleasant and efficient officers 
They had little to say about army operations, but thev 
had a stock of personal experiences and witty stories. 
One of these stories impressed the Count so that after 
a lapse of 50 years he included it in his reminiscencés: 


‘Two spies had been captured on the banks of the 
Rapahannock, One was a Yankee and the other a 
German. They were condemned to be hanged to the 
branch of a tree protruding out over the river, since 
such a death would save their executioners the 
trouble of burying them, it being merely necessary 
to saw away the branch and let the two bodies trop 
into the water. . 


The Vankee's turn came first. In his pocket he 
still had a $5 bill, and he pressed this into the hang 
man's hand with the whispered words: “For God's 
sake take a bad rope! 


The hangman did so. As soon as the Yankee was 
strung up the rotten rope broke, the condemned man 
fell into the water, and, as he was a good swimmer, 
he managed to reach the opposite bank, which was 
occupied by his comrades, the enemy. 

But the German, when he saw what had happened. 
turned to the hangman and begged him to use a 
strong rope 


“IT can't swim,” he explained 


Zeppelin's war experiences apparently only served to 
whet his appetite for adventure. He swam across the 
Niagara River below the American falls to get a full view 
of the circle of the rainbow of the mist. 


At Buffalo a German family gave him a jug of beer 


“It was heavy stuff. I wasn't accustomed to it, and it 
made my knees so wobbly that I had to sit down on a 
sofa to rest, he said. “An American observing my con 
dition, laughed in my face, and then impudently walked 
off with my umbrella. 


“I made a trip over the lakes and flirted with some 
beautiful American girls, who were as anxious to get 
acquainted with me as I ‘was with them. They finally 
broke the ice my flipping apple seeds into my face, and 
then we had a jolly talk. I made a brief stay at Pere 
Marquette, and incidentally the city of Superior, Wis...

1 suffered great hardships for 7! days. makioe my 
way through the dense woods from Superior to St. Paul, 
accompanied by two Russians and an Indian halfbreed 
On the way I passed a camp where the Chippewas were 
engaged in a war dance in bonor of a victorious fen 
with the Sioux.”

ATTHEW C. BRUSH, recently elected president 

of the Boston Elevated Railroad, a $25,000,000 

M corporation, at the age of 41, with a salary of 
$36,000 a year, was a newsboy when he was 14 

years old. He was born in Stillwater, Minn., and by 
the time he was 22 had worked his way though the Ar- 
mour Institute and the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, selling papers, working as an office boy and 
clerking on Great Lakes steamers in the summer time. 

It was while he was acting as purser on the lakes that 
John D. Rockefeller recommended him to James J. Hill 
for a job. As Mr. Brush tells the story, he was stand- 
ing behind the purser’s window one day when an elderly 
man asked some questions—some rather impertinent ones 
about the company, the boats, his duties, his family and 
himself. 

just smiled at the old gentleman, didn't lose my 
temper. and answered everything I felt it proper to 
answer.

Some 
time afterward I received a letter from James J. Hill 
offering me a position.

The first crusade led by Godfrey of Bonillion, Raymond 
of Toulouse, Robert of Normandy and Bohemund and 
Hugh the Great, after great privations, crossed throusl. 
Asia Minor, penetrated Syria and laid siege to Antioch 
For seven months the city withstood the siege while dis- 
ease and hunger decimated the ranks of the crusaders: 
Thousands aban@oned the expedition, including Peter the 
Hermit, who had been largely responsible for inaugurat- 
time the crusade. In Jume, 1098. Antioch was taken and 
the trhabitants were massacred by the victors. Shorttv 
alterwards the crusaders were themselves besieged in 
Antioch and after creat suffering managed to drive off 
the Saracens. Of the 600.000 who had started on the cru- 
sade, only 40,000 remained to complete the enterprise by 
the capture of Jerusalem July 15, 1099. The Latin king 
dom of Jerusalem was founded, with Godfrey as King. 

In 1144 Nur-BEd-Din, Bmir of Mosul, advanced to de 
stroy the new kinge@om of Jerusalem. His march toward 
the Holy City caused the preaching of the second cru- 
sade which was led by Louis VII of France and Conrad 
III ef Germany. tm 1147 an Immense army of crusaders 
crossed the Bosphorus, bat through the treachery of the 
Byzantine Emperor the invaders were badly defeated. 
and when they laid siege to Damascus the disaster was 
completed, and only a few of those who had started on 
the crusade were able to return to Europe 


The death blow to the Christian bold on Jerusalem. 
however. came from Egypt. where the famous Saladin 
gathered together a large force, invaded Syria along the 
route taken by the present British expedition and de 
feated the Christian armies disastrously at Tiberias. 
Jerusalem fell tnto the nds of the Tur tn October, 
1187. 

This brought about the third crusade. The leaders of 
tht expedition were great historical figures—Richard the 
Leon Hearted. Barbereesa. Emperer of Germany, and 
Philip of France. Quarrels between the leaders caused

the failure of this expedition though Saladin was com- 
pelled to agree to a compromise whereby Christian pil- 
grims were to be permitted to visit Jerusalem without 
paying a tax. The fourth crusade was a complete fail- 
ure, as far as taking Jerusalem was concerned. The 
army was diverted to attack the Byzantine empire in 
1264, and no further attempt was made against the holy 
city until 24 years later. 


The leader of the fifth crusade, the Emperer Fred- 
erick recovered by a truce with the Sultan of Neypt 
possession Sf Jerusalem, but in 1244 the Turks again re- 
gained the city. In 1248 the sixth crusade was under 
taken by St. Louis of France. His army was cut to 
pieces by the Terks and the himself made prisoner and 
held for an enermous ransem. Subsequentiy he went on 
to Palestine, but the expedition produced no substan- 
tial results. In 1270 St. Louis organized the seventh cru- 
sade, but turned aside to conguer Tunis and was there 
killed. This was the last ort of Christian Darope 
to wrest Jerusalem from the Moslems. 


Among the more striking episodes of these religious 
wars were what are known as the Children’s Crusades. 
Of these there were two, both in 1212, the impelline idea 
Dein that children, who were tmmocent, could aeccom- 
plish what men, simmers, were unde or Were not per- 
mitted by Ged to accomplish. in France, a shepherd 
lad, Stephen of Cloyes, announced that be was sent bv 
God to crush the Saracens.

Two of the vessels foundered at sea, but 
the other five reached Alexandria, where the children 
were seized and sold as slaves. Seventeen years later 
many of them were released through the intervention of 
Emperor Frederick. 


At this same time a boy named Nicholas started a 
similar propaganda in Germany. With 20.000 children 
he crossed the Alps and after terrible hardships arrived 
at Genoa. The Archbishop of that city, who appeared 
to be more enlightened than his contemporaries, per- 
suaded the children to return to Germany. On the 
march back through the Alps hundreds died from the 
harG@ships and but a pitiful remnant returned to the 
towns from which the had started.
